/ What the Devils here (quoth a med fellow 
going by) ſeeing the Black Curre t ing d about 
the noſe witha golden Hoope, s two ſawcer-like eycs,and 
an Aton chains about his netke this cannot choole ſaid he) 
but be a well cuſtomed houſc,where ſuch a Po2ter keeps the 
dooze, and cals in company, Roome to; a cuſtomer quoth J, 
ſo in J went, where J found Encliſh, Scottiſh, Welſh, J- 
riſh, Dutch and French, in ſeverall Roomes ; ſome d2inking 
the neat wine of Dzlcance ſome the Gaſcony.ſoine the Bur 
deaux, there wanted neither @herry ſock no: Charnico, Px- 
ligo. no Peeter Sceme, Ambercolour d Candy, noz Liquo- 
rifh Apocras, bo un beloved Baſt 180, fat Aligant, oz any 
guicke ſpirited Liquo2 that might d:aw their witte into a 
Cutle, to fee the Devill by tinunagination : I ſeeing this 
Gallimautry of Company, ſet me dowae, and called foz my 
whole pintc alone, which I had not halfe dꝛunk vp, but thore 
ſits downe by me a pooze Thin-aut fellow, with a face as 
red as the gilded knobs ol an Aldermans Hoꝛſe-bzidle, one. 
as it ſeemed, newly come vat of K unbo. with commendatt 

on to his rugged Devilſhip, Hounſicur Shag, the Blacke 
Dogge of Newgate, who being a fellow. as J thought, not 
woꝛthſixe pence in money yet would he ſpend eight pence to 
keepe me company, J. to cquall his expences called for as 


much, and thereupon having both sur wits {ct von the 
rack? 
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racke of invention, beganne to argue of the Blacke Doggs 
beginning, and how he came firſt to be called the blacke Dog | 
of Newoate : now touching the ſame, J maintained that A | 
had read an old Chꝛonicle, that it was a walking ſpirit in the 
likeneſle of ablacke Dog, gliding vp and downe.the ftrects 
a little befoze the time of C xetutton, and in the night whilſt 
th: @ciſtons continued, and his beginning thus. 

In the raigne of King Henry the third there hapned ſuch 
a famine thꝛough Tngland, but cſpecially m London, that 
many ſtarved toz want of tood, by which meanes the Þ2t- 
ſoners in Ncwaate eat vp one another altue, but commonly 
thoſe that came newly in, and ſuch as could make but ſmall

vening Jawes to tears out their bowels : fot his late hy- 
mane fleſh they had ſo hungerly catcn, 4 with el they honre⸗ 
ly heard as they thought) ſtrange groanes and cries, as if 
it had beene ſome creature in great paine and tozments; 
thereupon ſuch a mghtly feare grew amongſt them. that if 
turned to a Frenztie, and from a Frenzte to Deſperation; in 
which deſperation they killed the Keeper, and fo many of 
them eſcaped foꝛth. but yet whith:r ſoe ver they came oꝛ went 
they tmagined the blacke Dog to follow, and by this means, 
as J doc thinke, the name of him began. 

Not lo, quoth Signioꝛ Chin gut, I thinke it rather an idle 
fc ion, then a pꝛobable truth; but this J muſt tell you Sir, 
(latd he) J know it fo a truth, that there is noother blacke

lik „% being the D.-vilsblacke Paratoz frmmons them, 
on: fat anoth t, to.upycare pet ſonaily at his Hempton 9 l 
of 113 th2.c4 kd Zibomne, but in the mcane time thiycom 
mit many not able fello-utes and cozonings, to the great hurt 
ol pia ne minde d prople : as foz crample, J will firft begin 
w..ha Woman iTheet-, which inmy minde is a limb of the 
Dev ll. fo at any notable Robbery, where fill awoman is 
anAgo:,there likelyis committed ſome murther oꝛ other. ſoʒ 
as th. ybe the kind ſt in lou, ſo are they cruelleſt in hate: 
Bu now io one Toran Therte. J once knew living a 
bout. London, aluſty WUrnch, Orntle woman-ltke, cloathed in 
ſilke and ra{f.:tp. cood Plate and rich Furniture Mont her 
ho de. and well eit end of her netohvonrs, that had no o 
ther m an's tomeimaine her eſtate but plaine Chee rie 
in what mann r thinke ron mary in this kind: ſhe had for 
her p rpol a homelyſute of appar . Re unto a Tradſ mons 
wl. a par of doe s witheioth ſoles to pꝛe vent crachling. 
a fire ſticke in hirh end vakinvled. end fo in the mozning 
b time weu'd (ſhe 0010 the stetes, and any where ſhe du 
chmce to eſpy cither G mlem ms 82 Porchaats dooꝛc open. 
in wer would, were being not bücrcepted by any, wist 
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thing loe ver lay in her way was good purchaſe, and with her 
it Could : as Hat, Cloake, Ooune. Petticoate oꝛ Smock, 
oz ſuch like, But it it chanced that either Maid ſervant, oz 
en Appꝛentice, oz amp other met her, then would ſhe deſire 
to kindle her ſticke, where fittirg by the fire hee would 
ſpend away the time hovering over it, till the coaſt were 
tleare, oꝛ elſe would ſhe in needy ſoꝛt requeſt a cup of finall 
beere, which the honeſt minded Paid will fetch her, think 
ing her tobe ſome pooze netohbour, perchance in a filver 
Beaker, which ſhe like an Htpocrite will ip, and ſimper o 
ver ſo long till the maids back be turned, and then goes away 
bcalier and all: ſhe will ſometimes in her cloth ſhooes tread 
ſo ſoftly that a mouſe cannot heore her, and venture vp into 
2 Unights Chamber, he and his Lady being in bed together. 
vnd corry away the Jewels they woze the day be loꝛe, but it 
being ſpit d hy any of the Mouſhold. ſhe hath the name of one 
Gentleman oz other aright. which is well acquainted in that 
houſe. and ſo eſcapeth vnſuſpeced : other times ſhe will ven 
ture into Mcreers oz Silkemens ft ops, when they arebu⸗ 
ſicd with moſt cuſtomrrs,as though ſhe were ſome waiting: 
made to a L-dpo? Gcntlewoman there pzeſent, and with 
a hook vnd 1 her wearing apparell will.hke acmming. Poz: 
ter, beare up ether Silke, Velvet, 02 other rich Stuffes. 
not perce: v d by the Shov keepers.oꝛ em Cuſtomer. many 
ſich con vetances is ſle Croft n ſter in. which in my meinde 
are the block d dee of iniquity, and well may che he toll d 
one cf h Bl-cke Dogs ot N*w gate, fo2 at laſt, the re⸗ 
wa ds of New gate will fall to hor ary. 

I could tell you likewiſe where he Blacke Dog keepes 
his rande vous. tf q do not miſtene. in the boſomes of Cham: 
berlaines ard Topftcrs ir great znns: and thouch the a 
(er be en heneſt man. he S rvants may bee knoviſh, A 
ſpeoke not to all, but o ſome. as by the Low Pre baum lt ; 
To our purpoſe : A ploine Country G-ntlemon, Yeoman, 
Farmer, oz ſach like, comming vp to the Terme. end chan 
cing tohavpen into on of theſe Inns, hee as a cuclt boldly 
th;owes hiscloake downe vpon the Hall Table. thinking 
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all true men in the houſe, being as then full of Oueſts in 
comes the Zapſter oꝛ Co unberlame, tnjeſting manner. and 
carries the Cloake away in good ladne ile, either into the 
Tap houle, oz into the Hoſtry,and there keepes it foz his 
owae the pooze Countrey man milling it, makes inquiry, 
thinking ſome ol the houſe had laid it vp, but no newes 
thereof, conte le and be hangd) thinkes de that keepes it in 
Lauender in too ſweet a place foz the countrymans having 
it agatne: the Innkeeper humſclte hearing of his gueſts lofe, 
goes chafing and fretting vp and downe , that his houſe ts 
thus diſcredited by theeues, and lapes wait at every 1520s 
kers , both in Long lane, Charter-houſe-lane, Barbican, 
Moimdl ditch, andluch like places, but no newes thereot; 
ſo ts the countryman ſent home to his wife without a cloak, 
perhaps with as little money, by which meanes the Innkee- 
per fo2 ever alter loſeth his gueſts. 
Now come we to the Theefe, Tapſter 02 Chamberlain, 
I mcanc he that ſtole the cloakec in traſt, hemuſt now needs 
ſcilincood earneſt to whom, to the Btoakers - no: toz 
there is waite latd : whither then, to a Neighbour - no nei⸗

oz thꝛet dates, thep began thus to eſfea their purpoſe, and 
to cat fozth their angling hookes to catch this ercedy gudge⸗; 
on: Fuſt, P. B. ſpiu ring his Gelding as they rode together, 
cot ſoine que rter of a mile of ground befozc the Gentleman, 
21d his ke llo w naue riding after a good pace, and lets foll 
t he rig ht gold Chame tyed within a Buckram bagge, in the 
ſic ht of Paſtet A. direaly in the high wry ; who ſeeing it. 
ſtartcth alittle b:foze the Gentlemen, taking it haſtiiy vp, 
ſaying, A p21zc a prize, ma Buckram bag. p2izo : helfe port 
quoi h the Gentleman, not ſo quoth Poſter A. J found it, but 
am wtincfle (quoth the Gentlemon) and will haue holte. 
02 cry it loſt in the next Porket + During this controverue, 
they overiooke 93x fter B. who had let fall the Chatne, and 
bing m de Umpire betwir them, gaue judgement, thet if 
ſhould be cqually hard, whereupon opening the b-oge, they 
four d therew, wꝛapped in a faire paper, a good Chame of 
Gold, wozth lourcſtoze pound: the Roztherne Gentleman 
having it in his hand, mode bold to keepe it till they came 
to Be veriev, where at a Gold ſmiths ſhop they trie d it. and 
being toucht thozowly, the Sold i mith pzofered fo2 it full 
farre ſte c pounds in ready money: noy,ſard the Gentle mon. 
if it be ſo good. J w ll haue it my lle, and giue Poſter A 
fozty pound fo2 his part: TChercupon toth being rorced, 
home they ooe to the Gentlcwons houſe, ard recetne their 
money: but now meitke the Jr, whileft the money was a 
telling, Poſter B. cunninely cenveies the copper Choine 
into the place where the gold Chaine lay vpon the Table. be 
ing like to it, put in a Buckram bao and all. tht on: could 
not knowone frem the other: ſo having received the money,

other, and ſo deperted, hee to his lodgung, and J to mme, 
oh re being no ſconcr lid in my bed, and calling to mide, 
our paſſe d diltoutles of the Bt ke Dog and his fir ſt begin: 
nung, J tell into a moſt vng ict flinnber, and was all the 
nieht long troubled with a moſt fearcfull! dꝛeame foz mee 
thought A wis my lelle pziſoner in New gate, lying loden 
wi h J on in great mil rv, weir being defftitute of friends, 
mon v leſſo, end lozI ken of elt my qua intante, this fol-

2 Any, J haue many times been in hand withthee to giue 
me ſome notes vpon thy ko wledge. as concerning the 
notabl* abuſes committed by aſo2t of diſſolute fellowes, who 
are in very deed the woꝛſt members im a Tommon-wealth ; 
I meanc infamous Tunny catching Knan's, who contin: 
ally ſecke the ſpo le of others to imich themſelucs, and 
now is the time thyHolve will doc meſome pleaſure : foz at 
the requeſt of a very friend, J was mooved to wiite ſome: 
thing of wozth, wicreupon J mme cho'ſe of the Blacke 
Dogge of Rewgate, to be a ſubiec to wzite vpon, wherein 
IB 3; 4 
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J could not chooſe, divers ſt:v1g reaſons eſpetially moo bing 
thereunto, but in that title ſhadow the Unavery. Uillany. 
Robbery, and Cunnp catching committed daily by divers, 
who in the name of Ser vice and Office, were as it were at ⸗ 
tendants at Ne wgate.

you like of this motion , ſo it ts : il not. à will not deale in 
your matter hot noz cold. 

When the man that was robbed, heareth him fo 
bziefe, vet loth to part company on the ſodaine: he in 
treateth to know the Cunnicatchers name, and where he 
dwelleth. To this queſtion another of the Cunnicatchers 
c make th this reply, Honeſt man. vou need not 
doubt of his good meaning towards vou: This is ſuch a 
one as may doe you pleaſure, if he pleaſe to undertake it. 
Then he roundeth the man in the care, and telleth him his 
name is E. H. and that he knoweth all the Thceves a. 
bout London , and that he hath done moze good in help- 
ing men to their owne, then can be deviſed to be done by 
a himdzed othcrs,pzaifing him foz a wonderfull good mem

H. A have heard 
ol you bcfoze,and fo2 I have heard nothing but well of you, 
J am the willinger to deale with vou: truly here is an An 
gel fo2 yo!r, and J will give you agallon of wine at the Ta- 
verne,and if you doe me good in this matter. I will give you 
rx.9.m03e : then with ſome intreaty he d-fireththem to take 
tt in good part,. and ſogiveth him themoney. 

The Cormy catcher taketh the money very quaintly , as 
though he would refuſe it. but in the end heele pocket it up, x 
is willing to goc to the Taverne. where after that dzinking 
a gallon oꝛ two of wine, they conclude of the fozmer matter:

Hercat the hone ſt wen is glad and willinoly goeth along 
with him to a place where he knoweth -.H abtdeth his com:

at the firſt daſh, to tell them whereabout they come, t ven in 
os ample manner, as if the man who had his parſe cit, had 
told the tale himſelfe, 

No mat vell though the Cormtrey man doe wonder a while 
at the matter, but in the ende, he tellethhim it is fo indeede. 
and accoꝛding to the firft motion they agree, which is the 
one halte ſo the other: the Countreyman willing to referre 
the matter wholly to this Cunny-catchers diſcretion. 

Then away goes the Cormtrey man with H. the Cummy- 
catcher, to a Juſtice, to whom he ſigniſteth in e very reſpea. 
how his purſe was cin. deſiring of the Juſtice a Warrant 
to take vp all ſuſpected perſons : of which mot ion the Juſt ice

and the Cunny-catcher about his faculty, 

Now woe to the Cutpurſcs, toy as H. happeneth to meet 
with them, they muſt to Newgate, ſhewing warrant ſufft- 
cient fo2 a greater matter. 

But pou muſt take notice, that of adozen oꝛ ixteene Cut 
purſcs who he hath appꝛehended. he is lure enough that hee 
which cut the purſe indeed ſhall be none of them. 

This honc ii company of Cutpurſcs being all in Newgate 
H. goes p2clently and certifies the Juſtice, what a lozt of 
notable Zheeucs he hath taken, defiring the Juſtice toſcnd 
foz them at his pleaſure, to examine them about the Coim 
rey mans purſe, aflurtug the Juſtice that they are cunning 
Thceacs, and that he dare lay his life, they will conte ſſe no 
thing which indeed the Juſtice findeth true: fo2 they be- 
ing oxamined, will confelſe as much as nere a wht.
